Chapter 19—Association Appraisal Rules

4 CSR 140-19.010 Appraisals

PURPOSE: This regulation requires an asso-
ciation to establish a prudent lending policy
and a loan secured by real estate must be
supported by at least one written appraisal.

A prudent lending policy is to be established
by each association’s board of directors. An
association may make a real estate loan only
after a qualified person designated by its
board of directors has executed and submitted
a signed appraisal of the security property.
Each appraisal shall be made in accordance
with standard appraisal techniques and prac-
tices and shall contain all applicable
approaches to the determination of the fair
market value of the property. The appraisal
must be rendered in accordance with the gen-
eral appraisal guidelines issued by the appro-
priate federal regulatory agency and in a form
approved by the American Institute of Real
Estate Appraisers, the Federal Home Loan
Mortgage Corporation or the Federal
National Mortgage Corporation.
